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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are patentable over the prior art. There is no teaching or 
suggestion to make EPO conjugates that are mono-pegylated at the N-terminus. The 
closest related art is US Patent No. 6,583,272, which teaches mono-pegylation of PEG 
by pegylating the entire protein and then purifying the mono-pegylated species. The 
patent does not teach or suggest an advantage of mono-pegylating the N-terminus 
specifically. Moreover, the patent does not teach the steps of the present claims. Thus, 
US Patent No. 10/014,363 is not considered to meet the limitations of the claims and 
raises no double patenting issues. The claims appear to be free of the prior art and are 
in condition for allowance.
